PHONOGRAPH FORUM 

BY QEORSE F. PAUL 

Early “Gem” Modifications 

The years 1897 and 1898 were not particularly 
lucrative for the Edison Phonograph Works or 
Edison’s sales agency, the National Phonograph 
Company. Despite the introduction of the popular 
Edison “Standard” Phonograph in February-March 

1898, Columbia’s cylinder Graphophones 
maintained supremacy during the closing years of 
the nineteenth century. Throughout 1897, 
Columbia could offer the $25.00 Type “A” 
Graphophone, while Edison’s lowest-cost 
Phonograph was the $40.00 “Home.” In August, 
the price of the “Home” was lowered to $30.00; 
virtually ignored amidst the introduction of the 
$10.00 Type “B” (“Eagle”) Graphophone. 

The quest for low-cost talking machines was led 
by Columbia, whose management had learned early 
on that there was far greater potential profit through 
the sale of records than through sale of machines. 
The surest way to stimulate record sales was to put 
talking machines into the hands of as many people 
as possible. Developing and offering inexpensive 
talking machines was the key to stimulating the 
record market. 

The earliest $20.00 Edison “Standard” 

Phonograph, although popular, did not approach the 
astounding success of the $10.00 “Eagle” 
Graphophone. The threat of a new $5.00 
Graphophone, the Type “Q,” finally spurred Edison 
to develop a “cheap” Phonograph. In February 

1899, the Edison “Gem” Phonograph was 
introduced for $7.50. 

The earliest “Gem” had two unfortunate 
characteristics. First, in what appeared to be a 
deliberate attempt to avoid the appearance of the 
rival Graphophones, the motor was enclosed in a 
cast iron base. This tended to reverberate governor 
noise within the casting and out the open bottom. 
Motor noise in early “Gems” was a persistent 
problem. Second, rather than supplying the “Gem” 
with the same model reproducer used on other , 
models, as was the practice with practically all 
“Graphophones,” the “Gem” was supplied with a 
cheap, substandard reproducer which could not 



even be removed to substitute a more effective 
model. Throughout 1899 and early 1900, the “Gem” 
was hamstrung by this poorly designed component. 
In a trade circular dated May 12, 1900, Edison 
announced the following: 

We beg to call your attention to the new and 
perfected EDISON GEM PHONOGRAPH, on 
which Mr. Edison has been working for the past 
three months, and which we now expect will be 
ready for delivery about June 1 st . This machine will 
LIST AT TEN DOLLARS ($10.00), subject to the 
same discount as heretofore quoted on Gem 
machines, and will supercede the Gem phonograph 
heretofore listed at seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50). The manufacture of the latter type has 
been discontinued, and it will hereafter be cut from 
our catalogues. 

In the new Gem will be found a perfect reproducing 
and recording machine, embodying all the 
improvements found in the higher priced 
instruments. The improvements over the old type 
will consist of a newly designed motor which will 
run two records with one winding; swing arm or 
end gate to support mandrel and improved start, 
stop and regulating device. It will be equipped with 
an automatic reproducer, and will include a 
separate recorder. The machine complete will be 
encased in a handsome oval top highly polished oak 
cabinet. The outfit, included at no extra cost, will 
consist of one ten-inch horn, one camel hair chip 
brush and one oil can. 

We already have orders for several thousand of 
these new Gems, and would, therefore, suggest your 
placing your order at once. You run no risk in 
ordering, as all machines bearing Mr. Edison’s 
trade mark, patent plate and serial number, can be 
returned for credit if not satisfactory in every 
respect and exactly as represented. If you have an 
unfilled order with us for Gem machines, we will fill 

it with the NEW GEM, TEN DOLLARS ($10.00) 

EACH LIST, unless notified to the contrary. 

Despite the assertion that the new “Gem” would be 
supplied with “an automatic reproducer,” this 
machine was supplied with a cheaper alternative to 
the “Automatic” reproducer of the period. A two- 
piece stamped affair, the new “Gem” reproducer 
was a slight improvement over the earlier model, 
but its performance was still not equal to the 
conventional Edison “Automatic” reproducers. 
Neither could a more-efficient reproducer be fitted 
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Figure 1: 

To the right, the 1899 Edison “Gem” in its original configuration. To the left, the same 
model improved with a Hawthorne & Sheble 18” seamless brass horn, socket and crane. 
In addition, the earliest “Gem” reproducer has been replaced by the 1900 “Gem” reproducer 
and carrier arm.

A close-up of the improvements to 
the early “Gem”. The Hawthorne & 
Sheble “No. 10” socket and horn 
crane are visible to the lower right. 
The cheap, stamped 1900 “Gem” 
reproducer is present, offering only 
slightly better performance than the 
original “Gem” reproducer. 
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to this new model. Finally, in 1902, the “Gem” was 
supplied with the Model “B” reproducer, in a 
standardized carrier arm, which finally allowed the 
“Gem” to play records on a par with other Edison 
Phonographs. 

The difficulties faced by the owner of an early 
“Gem” were quickly recognized, and manufacturers 
offered wooden cabinets to help confine motor 
noise, larger horns and cranes to compensate for the 
poor “Gem” reproducers and even replacement 
carriages with specially designed reproducers such 
as those by Henry Seymore in Britain. 

Illustrated are two early “Gems” of the 1899 
design. One is equipped with a stock reproducer 
and a 10” conical horn. The other represents the 
attempt of a dissatisfied owner to improve the 
machine ’ s performance. Such modifications would 

likely have occurred prior to 1 902, when the Model 
“B” reproducer and carrier arm were made available 
for the “Gem.” As will be seen in the illustrations, 
the modifications consisted of a Hawthorne & 
Sheble “No. 10” socket and horn crane (50 cents), a 



Hawthorne & Sheble “No. 52” 18 inch spun brass 
horn ($3.00), and a 1900 model stamped “Gem” 
reproducer ($3.00) with appropriate carrier arm. 
Since the cost of these improvements approached 
the original cost of the “Gem” Phonograph itself, 
such “customizing” was undoubtedly carried out 
only on a small scale. The introduction of an 
improved “Gem” in 1902 rendered such activity 
cost-ineffective. It is likely that many of these 
early, unsatisfactory “Gems” were discarded in 
favor of later, more efficient models of Edison 
Phonographs. Those early “Gems” which survive 
today speak of a transitional period when Edison 
was developing the Phonograph line that would 
eventually become preeminent among cylinder 
record playing apparatus. This success would allow 
Edison to wrest the cylinder record market from 
Columbia, whose onetime dominance would not 
survive the first decade of the twentieth century.

Introduction 

From time to time over the years, we have presented biographical sketches of forgotten phonograph 
artists from the very earliest years of commercial recording. We are pleased to add Joe Martel’s contri- 
bution to this roster.

Helene Mora was bom Emily Startin on April 27, 1861 in Birmingham England. She began the 
study of music and acting at an early age and made her first appearance as a member of a stock compa- 
ny in her native city. In 1 888 at age 27, having gained considerable stage experience in England, Miss 
Mora came to New Y ork and made her debut there at Koster and Bials . a noted music hall where Lillian 
Russell, Josephine Sabel, and many other notables appeared. She then went to Hyde and Behman’s in 
Brooklyn and remained with that firm of managers until 1901. 

For many years Helene Mora became one of the foremost figures in the vaudeville world. She was 
an especial favorite with Brooklyn audiences and usually headed the bill at Hyde & Behman’s several 
times each season. She had a deep rich baritone voice which was extremely powerful, and she had a 
dramatic way of rendering ballads that was very effective. Her greatest success was scored with the 
song “Comrades,” a song by the noted Felix McGlennon. While the song was in full tide of popularity a 
play was written around it in which Miss Mora was starred. She always had an idea that she was gifted 
more as an actress than a singer, and her ambition was to star in Shakespearean male characters. She 
had studied Hamlet carefully and on a few occasions had appeared in scenes of the play. Her admirers 
preferred her as a singer, however, and during the greater part of her career she had followed that line of 
work. 

Among other songs that she sang and that to a large extent she made famous are: “That is Love,” 
“Those Wedding Bells Shall Not Ring Out,” “Say Au Revoir But Not Good-Bye,” and two of her own 
songs: “Kathleen” and “A Little Boy in Green. Last but not least was Charles K. Harris’s “After the 
Ball.” You collectors of brown wax cylinders. I’m sure, are familiar with some of these titles. Many 
were recorded by George Gaskin, Dan Quinn, and others. 

Miss Mora was extremely ambitious regarding her professional career, and she made many plans to 
sing in light operas and to appear on the legitimate stage. That she was never able to cany out. Her suc- 
cess as a ballad singer was indeed a handicap to her more serious ambitions. 

In private life Miss Mora married twice. The first time was to a William Moris, who died in 1893. 
Of this marriage a son William Morris, Jr. was bom. A second marriage was to William Frederick 
Short, who died in 1900. 

In 1 90 1 Miss Mora left the Hyde and Behman’ s management and for a few years successfully toured 
with her own company. Late in 1 902 during a tour she fell ill and had to cancel her last engagement for 
the season scheduled in Chicago at the Haymarket Theater. She returned to her home in Brooklyn. She 
grew better for awhile but then gradually declined. Her illness was diagnosed as Phthesis. Miss Mora 
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passed away at the age of 42 on July 20 th , 1903. Her cremains are buried at the Evergreens Cemetery in 
Brooklyn. 

As far as I can trace, Helene Mora made several brown wax cylinders for the United States 
Phonograph Co. of Newark, N.J. circa 1896. Only one title is known due to the existing copy of a 

monthly supplemental list of that company (see illustration). The title of the record is “They Are the 
Best Friends of All.” 

In a special section of the newspaper The Brooklyn Eagle , dated October 14, 1945 was a column 
called “Old Timers.” Readers would send in queries on various subjects concerning Brooklyn. One 
reader, a John Donohue, wanted to know if ever there was a female baritone named Helene Mora. Two 
responses were sent in assuring the writer that indeed there was a singer of that name. After forty-two 
years of her death Helene Mora was still remembered. 

Not too long ago I visited Helene Mora’s grave site. When it was time to leave, as I walked away, 
for a fleeting moment, I heard a woman’s voice in the distance singing an unidentified melody. I did not 
turn to look but walked on. I did not want to spoil the illusion.

End of the 80000 Series Preliminary Matches 
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Milton Gabler, Storekeeper of the Jazz World, Dies at 90

Milton Gabler, who founded Amer- 
ica’s first independent jazz record 
label, became the first to reissue out- 
of-print jazz recordings and for 
years operated what many consid- 
ered New York City’s most compre- 
hensive and knowledgeable jazz 
record store, the Commodore Music 
Shop, died on July 20 at the Jewish 
Home and Hospital in Manhattan. 

He was 90 and lived in New Ro- 
chelle, N.Y. 

Mr. Gabler was also one of the first 
to make recordings of Broadway 
shows and was a midwife at the birth 
of rock ’n* roll, producing “Rock 
Around the Clock,” by Bill Haley and 
the Comets, in 1954. 

When major record companies de- 
clined to record Billie Holiday’s sear- 
ing anti-lynching song, “Strange 
Fruit,” for fear of losing sales in the 
South, his Commodore Records did. 
“Southern trees bear a strange 
fruit,” the lyric went, “Blood on the 
leaves and blood at the root.” 

“We were the iron lung of jazz,” 
Mr. Gabler said in a profile of him in 
The New Yorker in 1946. “Just like 
New Orleans was the cradle, we 
were the iron lung.” 

The New Yorker continued, using 
the adjective “hot” to mean jazz: 
“He has sold more hot records than 
any other music-shop proprietor 
anywhere. He has manufactured, un- 
der the Commodore label, some of 
the world’s best hot recordings, and 
he has made them fashionable at the 
not inconsiderable price of a dollar 
and a half a copy.” 

In addition to Holiday and Haley, 
he produced records for Peggy Lee, 
the Weavers and the Ink Spots, 
among many others. He was the first 
to pair Louis Armstrong and Ella 
F itzger aid on record. As a lyricist, he 
wrote the lyrics of “In a Mellow 
Tone” for Duke Ellington and 
“Love” for Nat King Cole. 

Though he was often fighting the 
forces of prejudice, he liked to say 
that fun -was his objective. “I did it 



for kicks,” he said of recording 
“Strange Fruit.” “It was exciting.” 

He was a nice guy in a tough 
business. At his beloved store, a 
hangout for musicians and music 
lovers, he would regularly talk cus- 
tomers out of spending more money 
than he thought they could afford. 
Down the street at the White Rose 
bar, where he liked to nurse a glass 
of Irish whiskey and a beer chaser, 
he was known to be an easy mark for 
a musician in need of an immediate 
$10. He called it an “advance.” 

“Guys were broke and knew they 
could come in and Milt would dip into 
the cash register and come up with 
something so they could go out and 
buy a hamburger,” said Dan Mor- 
genstern, director of the Institute of 
Jazz Studies at Rutgers University. 

Bud Freeman, the tenor saxophon- 
ist with Tommy Dorsey, once used 
this generosity as a song title: “Tap- 
ping the Commodore Till.” 

Mr. Gabler was born in Harlem on 
May 20, 1911, the oldest of six chil- 
dren. His family has a summer cot- 
tage at Silver Beach, in Throgs Neck, 
the Bronx. He thought he fell in love 
with jazz at a dance pavilion there. 

While still a student at Stuyvesant 
High School, he worked at his fa- 
ther’s hardware store on East 42nd 
Street, and finagled a transfer to 
another shop his father owned near- 
by, the Commodore Radio Corpora- 
tion, a popular radio and speaker 
supply store. He hooked up a loud- 
speaker over the door and tuned in a 
local radio station. 

People kept asking if the store sold 
records. Mr. Morgenstern said his 
father told him to flip through the 
Yellow Pages and call the “phono- 
graph record companies.” He did, 
and ordered 150 records. Soon, 
records supplanted radios. 

By 1934, the now-renamed store, 
the Commodore Music Shop, had be- 
come “the country’s most important 
source of 78’s and a meeting ground 
for fans and musicians,” wrote Mi- 
chael Ullman in High Fidelity maga-

zine. Nat Hentoff, in “Listen to the 
Stories” (HarperCollins, 1995), 
called it “a nondescript shrine for 
jazz buffs from everywhere.” 

The store successively occupied 
three addresses on East 42nd Street, 
147, 144 and 136. For a while, it had a 
branch on 52nd Street, where the jazz 
clubs were clustered. 

Also in 1934, Mr. Gabler began 
buying boxes of out-of-print jazz re- 
cordings from major record compa- 
nies that had no plans to re-release 
them. According to the 1999 edition of 
“Contemporary Musicians,” this 
made him the first person to sell re- 
issued records. The reference book 
said he was also the first to print the 
names of all participating musicians 
on jazz records. 

Mr. Gabler collected these lists of 
musicians into a reference book he 
called “Hot Discography.” He was 
also a co-founder of the first mail- 
order record label. 

In 1937, he decided to make his own 
recordings, not least because record 
companies had refused to sell him 



the masters for the re-issued records 
he sold. In 1939, he recorded Holi- 
day’s chilling ballad about lynching 
after John Hammond, her producer 
at Vocation Records, a predecessor 
of Columbia Records, refused. 

“They came to him because Billie 
Holiday was so fond of Milt and 
trusted him,” said Mr. Morgenstern 
of Rutgers. 

Throughout the 1930’s and 1940’s, 
Commodore recorded almost 90 
records, using more than 150 musi- 
cians and singers. The New Yorker 
quoted an unnamed musician: “A 
ray comes out of Gabler. You can’t 
help doing something the way he 
wants. Here is this guy, can’t read a 
note of music and he practically tells 
you what register you’re going to 
play in just by the position of your 
head.” 

In 1941, Mr. Gabler was hired as a 
record producer by Decca Records, 
although he continued to produce 
records for Commodore until 1950. In 
1954, he signed Bill Haley and the 
Comets to Decca. 

They were scheduled to record two 
songs on April 12, 1954, at the Pythi- 
an Temple Studio on West 18th Street 
in Manhattan. The first, “13 Wom- 
en,” was considered more promis- 
ing. There were 10 minutes left for 
“Rock Around the Clock.” 

They rehearsed one quick verse to 
set sound levels and recorded the 
song live in one full take. Sound engi- 
neers were said to be alarmed at the 
high sound levels, but the song soon 
energized the market for the new 
sound of rock ’n’ roll. 

Mr. Gabler is survived by his wife. 
Estelle; a son, Lee Gabler; two 
daughters, Eileen Gabler and Melina 
Gabler; two sisters, Regina Green- 
berg of Atlanta and Helen Greenfield 
of Long Beach, N.Y. ; a brother, Dan- 
ny Gabler of Long Beach; five 
grandchildren; and two great-grand- 
children. 

At the time of his death, there was 
just one photo by his bedside. It was 
of Billie Holiday.

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Larry Adler, Political Exile Who Brought the Harmonica to

Larry Adler, a harmonica player 
of enormous sensitivity whose advo- 
cacy and artistry helped elevate the 
instrument to concert status, died 
yesterday at a London hospital. He 
was^87 and had lived in Britain since 
the early 1950’s, when he was black- 
list^! for his political views and his 
career in America effectively ended. 

^performances that spanned sev- 
en decades, Mr. Adler brought digni- 
ty to the harmonica, which was pre- 
viously regarded as either a toy or an 
instrument for amateurs. He not only 
introduced the “mouth organ,” as he 
called it, into the concert hall, but 
also persuaded important compos- 
ers, among them Darius Milhaud, 
Ralph Vaughan Williams, William 
Walton, Malcolm Arnold and Joaquin 
Rodrigo, to create works specifically 
for him. On three occasions, he 
proved that the unadorned harmoni- 
ca could provide an eloquent score 
for an entire motion picture. 

Mr. Adler and his performing part- 
ner, the tap dancer Paul Draper, 
were denounced as Communist sym- 
pathizers in 1948. They sued for libel 
but were unable to win full vindica- 
tion. Mr. Adler, a celebrated star who 
had been earning up to $200,000 a 
year, suddenly could not find em- 
ployment. He departed for Britain, 
where he remained a star of the first 
rank. He earned household-name sta- 
tus there as much for his lively and 
humorous public personality as for 
his musicianship. 

Although a self-described “left- 
minded kid,” Mr. Adler steadfastly 
denied he had ever supported the 
Communist cause but refused to take 
a loyalty oath or mute his criticism 
of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee. 

“I can’t understand Marx,” he 
said in 1971. “Communist literature, 
brochures and stuff didn’t mean any- 
thing to me.” But he continued to 
insist that imagined or even real 
Communists should not be deprived 
of their ability to earn a living, since 
being a Communist was not against 
the law. 

Lawrence Cecil Adler was born on 
Feb. 10, 1914, in Baltimore, the eldest 
of two sons born to Louis Adler, a 
peripatetic plumber (“Adler’s 
Plumbing Shop on Wheels” was the 
name of his business) and the former 
Sadie Hack. His parents were both 
born in Russia and were brought to 
the .United States as infants. 

He was fascinated by music from 
an early age, and sang in the neigh- 
borhood synagogue. His parents had 
an old piano and arranged for him to 
take lessons. He loved it. So much so, 
in fact, that he walked into a music 
store in downtown Baltimore and 
talked the proprietor into sending a 
new $2,500 piano to his home. The 
modest piano on which he had start- 
ed was no longer good enough. 

When his father recoiled at the 
cost, the proprietor of the music 

store, a man named Levin, replied, 
“Could you afford 50 cents a week?” 
And they worked out a time-payment 
plan. 

As a youngster, Larry Adler sold 
newspapers and magazines on the 
streets of Baltimore to earn enough 
money to purchase phonograph 



records and tickets to classical con- 
certs. He enrolled in the Peabody 
School of Music in Baltimore for 
piano training, but stayed only a 
short time Instead of playing a 1 
Grieg waltz, as the school had ex- : 
pected, he made a face and pounded 
out, “Yes, We Have No Bananas.” He 
was expelled from Peabody, he said, 
for being “incorrigible, untalented 
and entirely lacking in ear.” (In 1985 
he returned to Peabody and received 

an honorary degree.) 

The store owner who sold the Ad- 
lers the new piano also had given the 
young man a harmonica as a sort of 
commission. He taught himself to 
play it. Some of his friends did the 
same thing, practicing on time-test- 
ed favorites like “Home on the 
Range” and "St. Louis Blues.” The 
young Adler also taught himself to 
play classical selections by ear. 

One day he learned that The Balti- 
more Sun was sponsoring a harmoni- 
ca-playing contest and he immedi- 
ately entered it. All the other contest- 
ants played tunes like “Turkey in the> 
Straw”; Larry Adler surprised the 
judges with a patrician reading of 

Beethoven’s “Minuet in G” and won 
the prize. 

The harmonica, he said, “was just 
a means of getting the hell away' 
from Baltimore.” In 1928, at age 14, 
he said, he left home with $7 in his 
pocket and headed for New York. He 
lived in cheap rooms and played his 
harmonica in the streets around 
Times Square, hoping a talent agent 
would discover him. He auditioned 
for Borrah Minevitch and His Har- 
monica Rascals, which was the big- 
gest harmonica act in show business, 
but was rejected. Minevitch listened 
carefully, looked at young Adler, and 
said, “Kid, you stink.” j 

Undeterred, Mr. Adler persuaded j 
the bandleader Rudy Vallee to listen i 
to him play. Vallee heard something 
that Minevitch hadn’t heard and in- 
vited him to appear with him at a 
Manhattan club. That led to other 
jobs; at one point, Florenz Ziegfeld 
hired him for “Smiles,” a musical ; 
revue. 

For all his increasing success, Mr. 
Adler played by ear and from memo- 
ry after listening to phonograph 
records ; he couldn’t even read music 
until he was in his late 20’s and well 
into his career. He once said that he 
agreed to learn only at the behest of 
Milhaud, who explained that unless 
he learned to understand what all 
those little notes meant, he’d never 
be able to perform the music that 
was being written for him, music 
that he’d never be able to hear on a 
phonograph record or the radio. 

In 1934, Mr. Adler landed a small 
role in a movie called “Many Happy 
Returns.” That same year, he was 
booked at the Paramount in New 
York, where he was seen by C. B. 
Cochran, a British producer, and 
hired to appear in a London produc- 
tion called “Streamline.” Audiences 
liked him in London, so much so that 
the British built an entire revue 
around him called “Tune Inn.” Soon 
there was a tremendous increase in 
harmonica sales and there were 
Larry Adler fan clubs throughout 
Britain. 

By the late 1930’s, he realized, he 
was better known in England than he 



was in his own country. He returned 
to the United States and got some 
jobs playing with the pianist Eddie 
Duchin. The columnist Leonard Ly- 
ons helped him find some spots in 
New York nightclubs. He got a few 
more movie roles, and his credits 
included “The Singing Marine” 



(1937) ; “The Big Broadcast of 1937,” 
in which he appeared with Jack Ben- 
ny;. “St. Martin’s Lane” (1938); 
“Sidewalks of London” (1940) ; “Mu- 
sic for Millions” (1945) ; and “The 
Birds and the Bees” (1947). 

He began his association with the 
dancer Paul Draper before World 
War II, appearing with him at Carne- 
gie Hall and at City Center in New 
York, and on a tour of United States 
Army camps during World War II. 
During the war he also entertained 
the troops with J ack Benny and with 
Ingrid Bergman, with whom he had 
an affair. 

Mr. Adler and Mr. Draper began to 
hear criticism of their political views 
in the late 1940’s, particularly for 
their support of 19 Hollywood writ- 
ers, including Alvah Bessie, Ring 
Lardner Jr. and Dalton Trumbo, who 
had been summoned before the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. 

In 1948, a club in Birmingham, 
Ala., announced that it was “exceed- 
ingly embarrassed” because Mr. Ad- 
ler and Mr. Draper had appeared at 
the club immediately before speak- 
ing at a rally for Henry Wallace, who 
was running for president as the 
Progressive Party candidate. Mr. 
Adler and Mr. Draper issued a joint 
reply: “We have done our best as 
artists and do not intend to let any- 
thing stop us from doing our best as 
citizens.” The contretemps made 
headlines, and inspired some angry 
editorials. 

In December 1948, a Connecticut 
woman, Hester T. McCullough, 
sought to prevent Mr. Adler and Mr. 
Draper from appearing before the 
Greenwich Concert Association. In a 
letter to the group, published in 
Greenwich Time, a daily newspaper, 
Mrs. McCullough said the two men 
were “pro-Communist in sympathy” 
and “exponents of a line of thinking 
directly opposed to every democrat- 
ic principle upon which our great 
country has been founded.” 

As a result of her protest, their 



performance was canceled. Mr. Ad- 
ler and Mr. Draper sued for libel, 
each asking $100,000 in damages.

The suit became a cause ceiebre, 
prompting Westbrook Pegler, the 
columnist, to call for contributions to 
help pay for Mrs. McCullough’s de- 
fense. 

The suit came to trial in Federal 
District Court in Hartford, and ended 
in a hung jury on May 27, 1950. The 

case was dismissed on Sept. 30, 1951. 
The performers said they lacked the 
funds for more litigation. 

By 1952, Mr. Adler had left the 
United States to live in London with 
his wife and family and remained 
there for the rest of his life, perform- 
ing regularly and making recordings 
of classical and popular music. 

After his first return engagement 
in 1959, Mr. Adler’s visits to his na- 
tive land grew more frequent. In 1975 
he and Mr. Draper reunited for a 
concert at Carnegie Hall. Mr. Draper 
died at 86 in 1996. 



Mr. Adler’s marriage to Eiieeii 
Walser, an English model, ended in 
divorce as did his second marriage, 
to Sally Cline. 

He is survived by a son, Peter, and 
two daughters, Carole and Wendy, 
from his first marriage; a daughter, 
Katelyn, from his second ; two grand- 
daughters ; and two great-grandchil- 

, dren. 

During his years in Britain, Mr. 
Adler wrote articles for American 
newspapers and restaurant reviews 
and articles about food for several 
British publications. In the mid- 
1960’s, he wrote a book called “Jokes 
and How to Tell Them.” 

Despite his efforts to bring the 
harmonica to the concert stage, Mr. 
Adler said he thought the instrument 
would always be grounded in cowboy 
< songs and blues. “I can play it for the 
next hundred years and it won’t 
change that,” he said in 1984.

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Since issue #109 was published, a number of people in the music and recording business 
have passed away. Among the most prominent, famed violinist Isaac Stern died in 
September at 8 1 . In addition to his musical accomplishments, he was prominent in saving 
Carnegie Hall from the wrecking ball in 1960. Chet Atkins, pioneer guitarist, died last 
July. He was 77. In addition to his own career as a recording artists, he appeared on 
record with Elvis Presley, the Everly Brothers and Hank Williams. Gina Cigna, 101, 
who began singing at La Scala in 1927 passed away in Milan this past summer. Jazz 
saxophonists Joe Henderson (64), three-time Grammy winner, and Harold Land (72) 
both died in July. Jazz guitarist John Collins, who played with Nat King Cole for over a 
decade, died at the age of 83 earlier in October.. Joe Lubin, 84, one of England’s most 
successful songwriters during World War II, died in Los Angeles. In later years he wrote 
songs for Pat Boone, Bob Hope and Petula Clark, among others. Arturo “Chico”

Etta Jones, a great and perma- 
nently underrated jazz singer who 
for three decades toured constantly 
with her musical partner, the saxo- 
phonist Houston Person, died on 
Tuesday at her home in Mount Ver- 
non, N.Y. She was 72. 

The cause was cancer, said Joe 
Fields, the manager of her record 
label, High Note. 

Born in Aiken, S.C., and reared in 
Harlem, Ms. Jones early on devel- 
oped wily devices for a small voice. 
She used silence, the sound of the 
breath, a quick yodel here and there, 
lyric readings that drew out or shut 
down syllables idiosyncratically, and 
a sliding pitch that made her an 
extraordinary blues singer. Billie 
Holiday was the most obvious and 
famous precedent for her style, and 
she was capable of astonishingly 
close Holiday impersonations, 
though she rarely let her audiences 
hear them. 

But her hard-edged blues sensibil- 
ity owed something to Dinah Wash- 
ington, while her highly improvised 
phrasing came from horn players 
like Sonny Stitt. Ms. Jones always 
cited as an influence Thelma Carpen- 
ter, a onetime Count Basie vocalist 
who became a heavy-vibrato torch 
singer. Neither a shouter, a whisper- 
er nor a bebopper, Ms. Jones clung 
fast to a set of jazz standards from 
the 1940’s and 50’s, and tunes' by 
composers like Sammy Cahn, her 
favorite, whose songs are the subject 
of her 1999 album, “All the Way.” 

With Mr. Person, her musical part- 
ner of more than 30 years, Ms. Jones 
toured the country, still playing often 
to primarily black audiences, but 

also by the late 90’ s appearing twice 
a year at the Village Vanguard in 
Manhattan and at international jazz 
festivals; she was an evergreen 
presence in the New York jazz world, 
and kept up her concert schedule 
until two weeks before her death. 

At 15, Ms. Jones sang at the Apollo 
Theater’s amateur night in the sum- 
mer of 1944, and immediately after 
her performance she auditioned for 
and won a job singing with Buddy 
Johnson, who led a 19-man band. 
Johnson’s group played in a common 
vernacular jazz style of the 40’s — a 
mixture of rhythm-and-blues and 
jump blues — and, as a second-tier 
group not as popular as the likes of 
Basie, Ellington and Eckstine, the 
band toured black-only clubs and au- 
ditoriums throughout the country. 

Her job was as a temporary re- 
placement for Ella Johnson, Buddy 
Johnson’s sister, who was on a ma- 
ternity leave. When Ella Johnson re- 
turned to the band, Ms. Jones began 
working for different groups until the 
early 1950’s, among them the Harle- 
maires and bands, from medium- 
size to big, led by Barney Bigard, 
Pete Johnson, Earl Hines, J. C. 
Heard and Sonny Stitt. 

In 1952 she began eight years of 
semiretirement, singing intermit-

tently. Finally, in 1960, she was con- 
tracted by Prestige Records, and re- 
corded “Don’t Go to Strangers,” 
which became a Top 40, million-sell- 
ing hit, changing her weekly income, 
as she once put it, from $50 to $750. 

By the end of the 1960’s, she had 
developed a trusting partnership 
with Mr. Person, a big-toned saxo- 
phonist. In performance they devel- 
oped a conversational style of an- 
swering each other’s lines. “He 
knows exactly what I’m going to do,” 
she once said. “He knows if I’m in 
trouble; he’ll give me the note. He 
leaves me room.” They were always 
billed equally, an unusual arrange- 
ment for any j azz singer. Starting in 
1976, they began recording for Muse, 
which later changed its name to High 
Note, and Mr. Person became her 
manager and record producer 
through 18 records. 

She had three Grammy nomina- 
tions, for the “Don’t Go to Stran- 
gers” LP in 1960, “Save Your Love 
for Me” in 1981 and “My Buddy” in 
1999. But she never recorded for a 
major label; her temperament was 
decidedly unlike a diva; and outside 
of the small period of time around 
“Don’t Go to Strangers,” she never 
commanded high concert fees. 

Ms. Jones is survived by her hus- 
band, John Medlock, of Washington; 
a granddaughter, Lia Greatheart- 
Mitchell of Mount Vernon; and sis- 
ters Edna Taylor of Akron, Ohio, and 
Georgia Johnson of Aiken. 

Her new and final High Note al- 
bum appeared in stores on the day 
she died, “Etta Jones Sings Lady 
Day.”

Sterling Weed 

Weed’s Imperial Orchestra 
St. Albans, Vermont 



Sterling Weed learned to play flute and piano at a 
young age and performed in family musical groups. 

He also furnished music for the silent movies. 

Awhile later he took up the saxophone. 

In 1928 he joined his brother’s orchestra and has 
been a professional musician ever since. He also 
directed the high school orchestra at Bellows Free 
Academy in St. Albans. 

For decades he has been the director of Weed’s 
Imperial Orchestra, which has played for dances, 
social affairs and important events. Just this past 
September the orchestra played for a re-enactment of 
Teddy Roosevelt’s visit to the Fisk Farm on Isle La 
Motte in 1901 (it was during this visit to Vermont 
that Roosevelt learned of McKinley’s assassination. 

Sterling Weed was bom the same year of the 
McKinley shooting, and this past July he celebrated 
his 100 th birthday. As he is still director of Weed’s 
Imperial Orchestra, his is undoubtedly the oldest 
organization of its type under the continual leadership 
of the same person in the world ! 

Hats off to Vermont’s own Sterling Weed!
